Term ‘ Colitis’ Often Incorrectly Applied 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M D. 
COLITIS IS A term that has 
come to be used very indiscrimi­ 
nately. Strictly speak ing it mean* 
inflammation of the colon or large 
bowel and as such it is fortunately 
a rare condition—fortunately bo- 
cause such things as ulcerative co­ 
litis, amebic colitis and tubcrcul*

oui colitis are very serious. But 
from the extent of my correspond­ 
ence from those who say they have 
colitis the conditions they so name 
are very common and range all the 
v-ay from our old friend constipa­ 
tion, now disguised under the 
name colitis, to irritable and nerv­ 
ous bowel, the cathartic habit and 
mucous colitis, the nature of which 
last condition nobody k nows. 
Chronic constipation may well 
become a colitis, even an ulcera­ 
tive colitis if treated regularly 
and daily with cathartics or pur­ 
gatives. There is no k ind of drug­ 
ging, with the exception of ac­ 
tual narcotics, or chronic alco­ 
holic drugging, that is so common 
and so harmful. But man from 
the earliest times has always had 
a yen for purgatives. The earliest 
printed document relating to med­ 
icine was a Purgation Calendar, 
which in 1457 told people when 
to uk e cathartics. In January of 
that year they were advised “Lax­ 
atives should be tak en on the 9th, 
10th, lith, 18th. 19th and 28th 
day of this month.” Man. as Dr. 
Osier said, has an inborn craving 
for medicine. 
Constipation itself is not a dis­ 
ease and in spite of all the dire 
consequences that we have be» n 
warned will follow from it there 
is probably not a person on this 
continent today who is really sick 
or poisoned or toxic because of 
lack of regularity of evacuation 
of his colon. 
It evacuates itself according to 
stimuli largely depending on the 
character and Composition of the 
food. 
Many people are eating 
daily and regularly refined arti­ 
cles of diet that have no roughage 
or cellulose in them and then tak ­ 
ing cathartics because they do not 
have a daily evacuation. 


No General Rule 
There is no general rule that the 
bowels must empty once a day. 
Some people are timed to twice or 
three times a week , some to daily, 
some to twice daily schedules. The 
symptoms such as headache, fa­ 
tigue, biliousness, coated tongue 
and loss of appetite that are as­ 
cribed to what is supposed to be 
stasis or absorption are purely 
nervous figments born 
of fear. 
It can be put down as a general 
rule that any cathartic should be 


used only once not regularly In any 
period of time. If used daily it is a 
sign that something else is needed. 
The stages of colitis, or better, 
the old term constipation, are 
three— (I) atonic, ( 2) catarrhal, 
and (3) spastic. Atonic constipa­ 
tion is not productive of any dan­ 
ger or disease: individuals with 
this condition are free from symp­ 
toms except for infrequent and 
sluggish bowel evacuations. The 
later stages which are of increas­ 
ing seriousness do not impose 
themselves on atonic constipation 
except as a result of bad treat­ 
ment, and this usually means home 
treatment, with irritating purga­ 
tives or colonic flushing*. 
Catarrhal Colitis 
The catarrhal form may not de­ 
velop for years after the purgative 
habit has begun. In this stage the 
patients complain of flatulence and 
abdominal distension. 
There is 
noted the presence of mucous in 
the stool. These cases are often 
called mucous colitis. 
The spastic stage brings on pain 
and 
increased 
flatulence. 
The 
symptoms are aggravated by pur­ 
gatives, coarse food and enemas. 
Here there may actually be small 
ulcerations on the surface of the 
colon. 
The proper treatment of the 
first stage is by diet, healthy out­ 
door living, as much exercise as 
possible, and especially the mental 
attitude to stop worrying about a 
daily evacuation, or its absence. 
Some people need more roughage 
than others. For some indeed 
a 
great deal of roughage is too irri­ 
tating. But for most one fruit 
daily or fruit juice, a whole vege­ 
table, not pureed or strained, with 
plenty of cellulose — lik e celery, 
onion, cabbage, asparagus, beans, 
carrots; turnips, beets — is suffi­ 
cient to regulate the colon. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
R. H.:—If a woman 35 years old 
donates a pint of blood to the Red 
Cross one month and becomas 
pregnant the next will this hav# 
any effect on her and her baby? 
Answer: There is no real danger. 
One can lose a third of the blood 
in the body without immediate 
danger—which is four times as 
much as a Red Cross donor gives. 
The real loss is in the three ounces 
of protein. On an ordinary diet 
this is made up certainly within 
a 
month. By a simple process of re­ 
infusing the red cells at the time 
of donation, it is now considered 
safe for a person to submit to 
donations once a week , instead of 
by the old rule, every eight week s.

SI00.000 w*as refused by Congress. 
Finally 
in 1843, 
however, Con­ 
gress voted him

day, watchers

from Morse

Baltimore. Alfred Vail. Vail con­

Still, however, . Congress took 
no action,

ing nu* that 
‘ $3,500 remains un­ 
expended, and will p robably suf­ 
fice for current expenses till Con­ 
gre e sees fit to extend the exp er­ 
iment.”

By 1851,

POTATOES u s u a l l y sprout 
abov e the aoli about three weeks 
after the seed pieces hav e been 
planted. A# soon as the plants ap­ 
pear, and the rows are well de­ 
fined, the surface soil should be 
well cultiv ated, aa illustrated in 
the accompany ing Garden-Graph. 
Clean and frequent; cultiv ation is 
most Important during the early 
stage# of potato growth; This is 
necessary to maintain continuous, 
healthy plant growth. 
Aa the potato plants dev elop 
and become bushy with foliage 
cultiv ation 
should 
be 
shallow. 
Deep cultiv ation at 
this tim# 
might Injure the roots. The soil 


should be cultivated, howev er, un­ 
til the plants are large enough to 
fill the rows and hav e begun to 
set tubers. Since the tubers sr* 
frequently -close to the soil sur­ 
face further cultiv ation might in­ 
jure them to a considerable ex ­ 
tent. 
As the plant# mature soil should 
be hoed up around them to help 
hold them upright and to protect 
the tubers from the sun. Any tu­ 
bers ex posed abov e ground, ss il­ 
lustrated in the x Garden-Graph, 
should' be cov ered ov er with soil 
immediately , since ex posure to 
sunlight turns then* green and 
renders them unfit for eating pur­ 
poses.
